MIKE SCHLAX A SUICIDE 

WAS BLACKSMITH AT WILMOT 



Tho residents of llie little, town of 
Wllmot were sutprisod nnd shocked when 
on Monday evening of Ibis week, it was 
discovered that. Mike Schlnx, n popular 
business man of that place had committed 
suicide, by cutting bis throat with n 
razor, his body being found nt about half 
past nine o'clock in the loft of the barn. 

He hhd been nt work in llie Bhop nll/hiy 
and relumed to. bis home nt tho usual 
hour,, llu ntc supper with his wife,, ami 
a short time nftcrward, remarked Hint bo 
was going to the ham 16 take care of the 
horses.- Ho bad been gone about half an 
hour when his. wife feeling that something 
might havo happened, wont to the barn 
Just after she entered the barn she found 
him with his throat cut from, car to 
ear and the bloody, razor "till in his hand. 
She hastily summoned some of tho. noigb- 
bord nnd tho wounded man was caried to 
the house. A doctor was nt once called 
but ho was beyond medical aid nnd died 
about three hours later without regaining 
consciousness. 

Ho won an old resident of Wilmot and 
a man generally known throughout the 
country, having lived at Hint place for 



nbou't twenty years and being engaged in 
the blacksmithing business for a number 
of yean. 

Ho was about sixty-two years of ago, 
and ^ man of good habits, and .his act 
was a shock indeed lo his fnmily nnd 
friends. There seems to be no apparent 
motive for the deed, and beyond a doubt 
it was done while his mind was tempora- 
rily unbalanced, lire cause of which is 
supposed to be duo to tho constant worry 
over tho death of his son, Willie, who 
dlnd in a hospital nt Chicniro about three 
months ago. Ho wns n bright child and 
n great favorite with the father, whose 
jirief was so profound that for some time 
his frftnds had been fearful that bis men- 
tal powers would not stand the strain. 
It is quite evident that his suicide was a 
premeditated act, and that he hail pro- 
cured a razor and carried It with that 
object in view. It is also alleged that he 
had at different times lately made some 
allusion to u deed of that kind. 

Ho leaves to mourn hh'.loss, his wife 
and one son, who resides nt Kenosha. 
The bereaved family havo the symatky 
of their many friends in their trouble.

Tim anthracite mine owners linvc re- 
fused every otic of the 'tlcnmiids recent- 
ly submitted by the United Mine Work- 
era of America. While there Ik still n 
eli mice for further negotiation, the lend- 
ers on both sides agree that every lndl- 
entlou points to the greatest labor 
struggle In the history, of the coul In- 
dustry. 

The miners* ileninnd* tin tlte opera- 
tors Include ' higher wnges, shorter 
hours, union recognition, and 'various 
cbiuigcs In the system for the adjust- 
ment of grievances, established by tlio 
nutlinicltc strike commission three 
years ago. The men also propose tbat 
the new agreement run fur hut one In- 
stead of three years. These demands 
were bused on resolution adopted nt the 
mine workers' convention nt Slinmbktn, 
when n committee consisting of Presi- 
dent Mitchell, the three district presi- 
dents and secretaries, and twenty-nine 
other union olllelals was mimed to ne- 
gotiate n new agreement with the 
operator*. 

In their rejection of the unlon'B de- 
mands the operators hint tbnt since the 
United Mine Workers of America Is an 
organization controlled by bituminous 
miners, Its policy Is to force n strike 
for the lament of the bituminous Indus- 
try. Following their rejection of the 
miners' demands, tbv operators submit 
what they call n counter proposition, 
providing tbnt the anthracite commis- 
sion's awards, the principles upon 
which they were established, and the 
methods created for carrying them out 
be continued for three years more. This 
proposition, of. course, opens the way 
for further negotiation; If the minora 
refuse to mmlernte their demands there 
.will be nothing left for" them but to 
strike.

Medi- 
cally, cocaine Is the alkaloid derived 
from coco leaves. In Its crystallized form 
it is pure white and flaky, and when 
used is crushed to n powder and snuffed 
into the nostrlte. Another method is to 
use a solution which is hypodermics lly in- 
ject ca In the same way as morphine. 

It Is also taken internally, and which- 
ever the mode the result la the same — • 
unmma) stimulating efFect In the early 
stagts of the hub it and powerful recuper- 
ating power when the victim has so far 
succumbed to Its use that It Is absolutely 
necessary. When snuffed the powder Is 
generally laid over the thumb on the left 
band, and It is not unusual to see ha- 
bitual cocaine users with large sores on 
this spot from the effects of the drug 
penetrating the Bkln. 

Some catarrh cures nre notorious sub- 
terfuges to satisfy the craving for the 
narcotic, says a Chicago paper, and one 
of these has been the subject of legisla- 
tion in many States. Its sate has been 
prohibited in Illinois, but other prepara- 
tions against which the ban has not been 
placed are said to be equally bad. 

To use morphine In a satisfactory form 
requires a syringe, to smoke opium re- 
quires a 'room where one may sleep, has- 
heesh Is bard to obtain — but for cocaine

ganizations have been formed to nullify there Is no difficulty In obtaining the stuff

A 
clipped burse dries out rnpldly after it 
bard day's work, nnd will rest comfort- 
ably and be refreshed for the work tto 
following day. An undipped borso Is 
liable 'to catch the heaves, pneumonia 
and all sorts of colds, rbeunmtlsm, etc. 
More especially Is this so In tho early 
spring, when ids hair Is long and ho 
Is "soft." If worked hnrd he will per- 
Fplro freely nnd tbc moisture will bo 
held by his long bnlr, nnd the food that 
should go to nourish Mm will be used 
to replenish the beat that Is being con- 
stantly taken from' his body by tho 
mass of cold wet bnlr. If clipped, the 
iwrsplrntlon will cvnpornto almost as ^ 
soon ns secreted, nnd when put In tho 
stnble he rests comfortably and his 
food does him good. 

Some years ago n Buffalo street cor 
company tested the vulue of clipping 
In tho following manner: They owned 
T)00 horses, and 250 of these* were 
cllpiwd early in tho spring nnd 280 
were not clipped, A careful record wns 
kept of results, nnd It wns found that 
•if the 250 undipped norscs 1K1 wero 
-■i!!l let I'd with coughs and pucumimhi. 
while of tbo 250 clipped not one en so 
of sickness was reported. 
■ A man would not expect to cujoy 
very good health If bedld hnnl manual . 
work clothed with heavy unilerwenr, n I 
heavy milt nnd a fur overcoat, nnd 
ufter perspiring freely, ns he naturally 
would, go to sleep without removing 
shine. It la just us ridiculous to expect 
a horse to ho In perfect health If 
worked under the same conditions.

Children horn is 
persona of color during Uio period of ser- 
vice could also be hound out — the bora 
for thirty yeara nnd tlto girls for twenty- 
tight. All slave* brought Into tho terri- 
tory were obliged to serve the full term 
of their contracts," Slaves were easily 
Imposed upon. "Moat of the settlers own- 
ed slaves and were anxious to get aa 
much service out of them it a possible. 
They registered them for pcrloda of serv- 
itude far In excesa of tlie legal limit, 
many being booked to serve from forty to 
sixty nnd even ninety-nine years. Ninian 
ISdwarda, the tint Oorernor of the terri- 
tory, registered his .slaves na follovra:'

Fnels About the Moro*. 

Jolo, or Sulu, is the capital of the Phil- 
ippine archlpelngo of the same name and 
is about 040 miles duo south from Manila. 
It Is the residence of the sultans of the 
Moros, who hare here a large market 
place In which fruits and vegetables are 
sold. The town has been occupied by 
American troops ever since ISnS, and but 
little trouble has been had with the na- 
tives, thoso. In the lake region of Min- 
danao having proved to be the most in- 
tractable. 

Mora Is a general designation for the 
Mohammedan Malay people with on In- 
fusion of Semitic blood, living In tho 
southern part of the Vhlllipplnes, chtolly 
In the Sulu archipelago and the adjoin- 
ing portions of Mindanao. Mohammedan- 
ism was introduced from Borneo In the 
fourteenth century. The Spaniards, who 
arrived in Mi21, were never able to con- 
quer these races nor to -convert them to 
the Catholic religion, though many forts 
and a few towns were build nmohg thorn.

That the Panama canal, when complet- 
ed, will have a summit level of 83 feet 
above tbe sen, to be renched by locks, a 
work estimated to cost $139,703,200, nnd 
to be completed in eight and one- tin If 
yours, Is the definite conclusion of the 
executive branch of the government, as 
shown In President Hoosevelt'a letter, 
transmitting to Congress, Monday, the re- 
port of the canal commission, and a let- 
ter from Chief Engineer Stevens. Al- 
though the lock canal Is favored by only 
a minority of the board of consulting en- 
gineers, whom; report Is also transmitted, 
the canal commission, with the exception 
of Admiral Endlcott. indorses tlie mi- 
nority's plan, nnd this 1b approved by 
Chief Engineer Stevens, who says It will 
tako twenty years to dig a sea-level canal, 
and tbnt It will cost $23,000,000 more 
than the majority estimates. The Presi- 
dent concurs In Secretary Tnft's recom- 
mendation for the lock cannl. lie calls 
attention to the fact that the American 
engineers on tbe consulting board, by 
more than two to one, faror this plan. 
wherenH, the foreign engineers are a unit 
against it. He thinks this is partly ex- 
plained by the fact that tbe Suez canal 
is a sen-level cannl. He mentions that, 
although the Sauk Ste. Mario cannl, a 
lock canal, Is closed during tho winter 
months, It carries annually thrco times 
tho traffic or tho Suez, The majority of 
the consulting engineers found that a 
sea-level cannl would cost $247,021,000, 
approximately, but held that the cost of 
operating and maintaining It would bo 
very much loss than tho lock canal. It 
is admitted that it would require more 
dredging, nnd that one lock would bavo 
to be maintained. The question Is now 
up to Congress.

All the Demoeriiu with the exception 
of Sean lor Clurkt; nt Arknnsiis, who 
wan paired ngaliwt the iwsltlon of his 
IHU'ty, voted to strike from the bill Its 
It ciiine from the House nil reference 
to Arizona mid New Mexico. Tbo Re- 
publicans who voted wltb the Petno- 
erali* were Alger and Hurrowa of Mlehl- 
giin, Ilulkeley of Connecticut, Carter ot 
Montana. Flint nnd Perkins of Cali- 
fornia, Fdnikef of 01ito,*CJalH»ser of 
Now Hampshire. Huusbrough of North 
Dakota, Heyburn of Idaho, Scott ot 
West Virgin I u and Spooner of Wiscon- 
sin, twelve hi all. 

For the second time within the last 
two years tlie Senate refused to follow 
the lead set by the House lu enacting 
statctiood legislation recotn mended by 
the President. laist session when tbo 
Joint statehuod hill was passed by the 
Senate It provided for the admission ot 
Oklahoma mid Indian Territory as one 
State and of New Mexico as another, 
the Senate striking from the bill at 
that time nil reference to Arizona. Tbe 
bill went hack to the House, where It 
remained until the adjournment of 
Congress without any action being tak- 
en upon It. 

The bill passed by the Senate goes to 
the House, where the Insurgents will 
ninke an effort to have toe Senate 
amendments agreed to without the ref- 
erence of the bill to committee. They 
fear tbnt should the bill reach the com- 
mittee, on territories It will be kept 
there until the end of this Congress, n 
year hence, rather than v r)ak u tight 
with the Semite. The. Insurgents claim 
that If the House Is given an opportuni- 
ty to vote on the Senate amendmcuts 
thoy will be accented. 

The pussuge of the bill by the Senate 
does not end the fight- Statehood con- 
tests are always Iinjiortuut nnd hard 
fought. * Few bills Imve been before 
Congress' In recent years which have 
n wakened the degree of Interest shown 
in this measure. The debates In both 
houses on the subject tilled the galler- 
ies, and few abscutecs were recorded 
when tlie votes were taken. 



Mortcon ft (■ ■ **<**■ Cromwell, 
The appearance of William Nelson 
Cromwell, (the New York lawyer who has 
been prominent In the affairs of the 
Panama republic nnd tbe Panama canal, 
before tbe Senate committee on Inter- 
ocoanic canals, gave Senator Morgan of 
Alnbamn the opportunity he had been 
looking for and he did not neglect it. Mr, 
Cromwell began by explaining his con- 
nection with tho French canal company 
and with the American enterprise, Ha 
said his firm had been counsel for the 
Panama railroad for twelve years. He 
dealed that any part ot the $40,000,000 
purchase money for the French rights had 
gone to his firm. Since 11)04 he had serv- 
ed us legal adviser for tho republic ot 
Panama, At one time Senator Morgan 
said he would attend to Cromwell on the 
floor of the Senate. Mr. Cromwell ad- 
mlttol that ho had received about $200,- 
000 from the new Panama company. 
Whoi asked what service he had render- 
ed he said that professional secrets were 
invoiced la the question and that bis cli- 
ents were satisfied. 



Slnndnrd Oil Men Mnst Testify. 

In "a decision rendered by tho Supreme 
Oour*. of Missouri it was held that o Ul- 
cers of foreign corporations doing busi- 
ness in this State by Implication had 
agreed to testify whenever wanted, nnd 
that- they cannot withhold books and pa- 
pers forming a' part of their business rec- 
ord, Inasmuch as Judge Gllderslceve of 
New York Indicated that he would abide 
by the decision of the Missouri court 
na to the refusal of 11, 11, ltogcrs and 
other Standard 01) witnesses to answer 
questions put by tbo Missouri Attorney 
General, the court decision means that 
Itogera nnd his allies will have to an- 
swer questions put to them or go to jail 
for contempt of court. Tho Missouri 
decision goes even further by declaring 
that officers of ntforelgh corporation must 
produce any witnesses wanted by the 
court In any prosecution that may arise, 
Th.hr would include witnesses who' have 
fled from the process servers, including 
John D, Rockefeller, head at tho oil trust

Commrrce Cuiiinilsulan Reversed. 

Another decision of the Supreme Court 
bearing upon tbe Interstate commerce 
law was rendered recently as to what 
constitutes Illegal pooling of freight traf- 
fic by railroads. The case was brought 
about fire years ago by the California 
eltrus fruit growers' association against 
the Southern Pacific and Atchison lines 
on the charge that there existed a pool- 
ing nrrangement hy which the fruit traffic 
Tor the ISast was apportioned jinning t,";i 
railroads, nad by which joint rates were 
fixed. The interstate commerce commis- 
sion ordered that shippers might decid* 
on the route for their consignments, But 
the railroads refused to obey, and tbe case 
was carried to the higher, courts. Tho 
decision reverses the commerce commls- 
sion'ii order by a Dinning the practice ot 
joint tariffs. If a railroad agroes to trans- 
port beyond Its own lines. It might choosa 
by what route the goods shall be for- 
warded. Tbe court Is also ot the opinion 
that the routing arrangement tended to 
break up the practice of. rebating. The 
court also decided thnt tho roads party 
to thU agreement are not competing roads,, 
within the meaning of the law. At tha 
same time that it stopped rebating, tho 
effect was to end active competition. 



Cnnnoiv on Stnte Powers, 

A strong protest , was made by Speaker 
Cannon la his address to the Philadelphia 
Union League Club agalast the present 
tendency to seek federal legislation for 
cylls that the States have power to rem- 
edy. He referred particularly to the re- 
cent appeal of Gov, Dawson ot West 
Virginia to Senator Tillman, saying that 
his State was powerless to compel proper' 
facilities from the railways within Its 
border. "We are all sovereign men," said 
the speaker, "with the. i>owcr to assert 
our rights, yet sometlmee we alt supinely 
down and cry to the national government 
to help us." When they ' cama to him 
with such a plea, he told thorn to go back, 
for they had the necessary power, lie 
spoke of tho 1,500 bills Introduced in tbo, 
present Congress, which It. would take 
ten years of, constant work to enact.

It appears tbnt our trade was 
best with Ecuador where this country real* 
ly sold tho hulk of all the imported goods. 
But the largo general increase on the con- 
tinent went not to Americans but to French 
and German dealers. This indicates that 
the United States bus not yet caught tbe 
trick of foreign commerce nnd points more 
than over to the necessity of regular con- 
sulate training and to the education of the 
American firms nnd American commercial 
travelers if wo are to Like our zightful 
share of the immense Pacific commerce 
thnt tbe completion of the canal will open 
to the world.

Tbo 
cost of tbe ration averaged from IS'/j 
to 24% cents per head dully. At the 
Oklahoma station Knillr corn wns used 
quite extensively. >Vllh Kalhr com 
and ordinary corn at 20 cents a bushel, 
onts 25 ceuts, bran 25 cents per 100 
pounds, the average cost of a work 
horse's dally ration was 17 cents. If 
all horse owners understood lion' good 
oats nro for horse feed there would 
bo better horses In the country. Corn 
Is almost unlit for tbe hurd worked 
horse. It you feed oats the horses may 
not look quite so fat, but they will he 
in better condition. They will have 
more II to and feel more like wording, 
and It Is n settled fact that they will 
do moro work during the season by n 
great deal, enough more tbnt It will pay 
well to feed on oats. — Farm Home. 



Gnoil Water Tronsrh for Itosr. 

A correspondent of Practical Farmer 
says; I am herdsman at the Oklaho- 
ma Agricultural College, nnd have used 
the following for more than a year to 
water bogs and sheep. Take a' good 
barrel, paint It heavily with tar ox 
lead. Bore a Vj-lttch hole In side of 
barrel 5 inches from bottom nnd a 1- 
Inch hole In top; then make a box 2 
feet square and laches deep; put bar- 
rel in box, put a plug In lower hole and 
fill barrel with water by pouring in 
top. Moke an alr-tlght plug, cent both 
ends with tar, drive In top bolo tight, 
remove lower plug nnd box will fill to 



top of lower bole nnd remain there 
until barrel Is empty. The barrel must 
be absolutely alr-tlght. Best to place 
on ft floor for bogs.

X New Movement In IMurnnou. 

Tbo Missouri State Board of Agri- 
culture In co-operation with tbo Agri- 
cultural College has Just Inaugurated 
a new educational campaign. Lectur- 
ers are being sent to tho country school- 
bouses hi various parts of tho State to 
fspeuk to tbe children nnd parents upon 
practical problems of farming. Usually 
two lectures arc given at each place, 
one In the afternoon and one at night 
In manyj places 73 to 100 farmers at- 
tond the meetings, often going miles 
over muddy roads. The funds In the 
hands of tho hoard are not suUlclcnt to 
enable It to send lecturers to every 
scboalbouse, but the enthusiasm with 
which the farmers receive the Instruc- 
tion lends to tha belief that' Missouri- 
Is beginning a new era In agricultural 
education,

One NjH'nkvr nt Montreal during n 
recent mwlou of the Canadian tarllt 
com miss Ion riiIiI that tbe uvernfto r a r.n 
In IIuutliiKilon County represented nn 
Investment of $5,000, On such n farm 
there would ho twelve cows of n total 
value of $420. Two cows would fatten 
two pigs nnd four calves. The revenue 
from the .milk nnd milk products of 
twelve cows amounted to about $420 a 
year j from tho two pigs and four 
calves, S10O. They would Bell two 
beeves at flO each. From the snlo of 
horses, one hi two years, apples- mid 
mnnll stuff, there would bo another 
$100. Tho produce of tho farm eaten 
annually by a family of six was esti- 
mated at ?180; therefore there was n 
total revenue of *840 n yenr. To work 
such a farm required tbe services of 
two men and one woninn, worth In all 
n value *f $4M and their board at $0 
a month. Then there would bo expendi- 
ture for blacksmith's service, hnrnesw, 
and various (tenia of wear nnd tear, to 
amount ta SlOO. Thus, the total ex- 
pense reached tbe Hum of $772, which, 
deducted from n total revenue of $840, 
left a balance of ?«S. Another siwikor 
cave the balance sheet of nn _ average 
dairy farm, showing receipts of $1,205 
nnd expenditures of $5(13, lenvlna |C90 
for living, clotlilnffi education, excur- 
sions, etc.
